A. Activities during tho month of September wore largely 
concerned with tho liquidation of present SSU commitments 
and the arrangements for a transfer of functions to the 
equivalent unit within the Central Intelligence Group. 
Consistent with tho imminent chango, liaison channels 
are being . established with all major CIG components.' 

A special roport on tho status of tho Central-South 
American project, has boon, submitted to the Director. 

Several factors have combined to slow our recruiting 
of Communications personnel, but it i3 bolioved that 
sufficient radio operator-technicians will be processed 
to complete the Communications portion of tho overall 
. commitment., No, decision has been' reached relative to 

the base '.facilities, which must be established in .Continental 
USA to handle- 'the radio circuits necessitated by tho project

B. Personnel, Three. additional departmental clerks have been 
recruited to facilitate the., processing of personnel 
necessary to meet the large, commitments in the' Near East 
and in Central and South America. Re cruitraent is neces- 
sarily proceeding slowly both because of the time expended 
in processing forms end because, of the difficulty which 
the Division is having in interesting, skilled. technicians 
at the' salaries established' ,'for spocifio ■ jobs. An attempt 
is being 'made '.to .screen personnel in the field /to avoid the
